(COZELLE  DX  NAPOLI) 

Italian  Vegetable  Marrow. ---A  very  distinct  variety. 

Stems  not  running,  very  thick  and  short,  producing  numerous  leaves 
of  a dark  green  color,  very  large,  and  very  deeply  cut  into  five  or  six 
lobes,  which  are  also  more  or  less  notched.  The  lururiant  foliage  forms 
a regular  bush.  Fruit  very  much  elongated,  being  20  inches  or  more  in 
length,  with  a diameter  of  8 to  4 inches,  furrowed  b y five  ribs,  which 
are  most  prominent  on  the  part  next  the  stalk,  where  the  fruit  is  also 
narrowest;  skin  very  smooth,  of  a dark  green,  marbled  with  yellow  or 
with  paler  green.  All  though  Italy,  where  this  Gourd  is  very  commonly 
grown,  the  fruit  is  eaten  quite  young,  when  it  is  hardly  the  size  of  a small 
Cucumber,  sometimes  even  before  the  flower  lias  opened,  when  the 
ovary,  which  is  scarcely  as  long  or  as  thick  as  the  finger,  is  gathered 
for  use.  The  Plants,  which  are  thus  deprived  of  their  undeveloped 
fruit,  continue  to  flower  for  several  months  most  profusely,  each  pro- 
ducing a great  number  of  young  Gourds,  which,  gathered  in  that  state, 
are  exceedingly  tender  and  delicately  flavoured.

ings. It  is  not  desirable  to  plant  them  out 
very  early;  more  plants  will  fail  to  grow  than 
when  the  planting  is  deferred  until  the  soil  is 
dry  and  warm. 

In  planting  for  private  use;  set.  out  in  rows 
two  feet  apart,  and  allow  twelve  inches  in 

the  row.  iSet  the  plants  at  least  six  inches  below  the  surface.  For  market  on  a .large  scale,  set  four 
feet  apart  one"  way  and.  two  the  other  which  will  allow  the  use  of  a horse  and  cultivator  to  keep 
the  weeds  under.

A rich,  deep  open  soil  is  the  best  suited  to  the  culture  of  Beets.  Fresh  manure  is  undesirable 
but  land  that  has  been  well  manured  the  previous  year  is  highly  suitable.  For  an  early  supply 
sow  in  the  spring  as  soon  as  the  ground  becomes  fit  to  work,  in  drills  about  one  foot  apart  and  two 
inches  deep.  For  main  crop  sow  the  first  week  in  May,  and  for  winter  use  sow  in  June.  When 
the  plants  have  obtained  three  or  four  leaves,  thin  out,  so  that  they  may  stand  eight  or  nine 
inches  apart.  Keep  free  from  weeds  by  hand  weeding  and  hoeing.  Those  intended  for  winter  use 
may  be  taken  up  in  October,  and  stored  in'  dry  sand  in  the  cellar  or  outhouse.

Mushrooms  should  be  grown  either  in  a building  especially  erected  for  the  purpose  or  some 
shed,  stable  or  cellar,  where  the  temperature  of  from  40  to  60  degrees  can  be  kept  up  in  winter. 
To  every  barrow  load  of  fresh  horse  droppings  add  about  the  same  weight  of  loam  or  soil  of 
any  kind  that  has  not  been  manured.  Turn  the  heap  every  day,  so  that  it  is  not  allowed  to  heat 
violently,  until  you  have  quantity  enough  to  form  a bed  of  dimensions  required.  Be  careful  that 
your  heap  is  under  cover,  so  that  it  cannot  possibly  get  wet.  The  most  convenient  size  is  from 
three  to  four  feet  long  and  eight  inches  deep.

The  onion  thrives  best  in  a rather  strong,  deep,  rich  loamy  soil,  and  unlike  most  vegetables 
succeeds  well  when  cultivated  on  the  same  ground  for  successive  years.  The  ground  should  be 
deeply  trenched  and  manured  the  previous  autumn,  and  laid  up  in  ridges  during  the  winter  to 
soften.  As  early  in  the  spring  as  the  ground  is  in  working  order,  commence  operations  by  level- 
ing the  ground  with  a rake,  and  tread  flrmly;  sow  thinly  in  drills  about  a quarter  of  an  inch  deep 
and  one  foot  apart;  cover  with  fine  soil  and  press  down  with  the  back  of  a spade  or  a light  roller.

FORMATION  OF  LAWNS  FROM  SEED 

There  is  nothing  more  attractive  than  a well  kept  lawn. 

Many  things  are  to  be  considered  in  connection  with  the  making  and  proper  care  of  lawns. 
A good  lawn  cannot  be  made  in  one  season,  success  coming  only  through  intelligent  care  for  a 
period  of  years. 

The  ground  should  be  thoroughly  drained  and  well  prepared.  The  soil  ought  not  to  be  too 
rich,  as  a rapid  growth  is  not  wanted  in  the  grassess  of  a lawn;  but  the  surface  should  be  as  much 
alike  in  quality  as  possible  and  thoroughly  pulverized.  After  sowing,  the  ground  should  he  rolled 
and  cross-rolled  in  order  to  press  the  seed  firmly  into  the  soil,  and  ten  days  or  so  thereafter  a light 
application  of  Muzzy’s  Lawn  Fertilizer,  mixed  with  an  equal  quantity  of  good  loam  or  sand,  will 
serve  to  stimulate  the  growth  of  the  young  grasses.  The  proper  time  to  sow  grass  seed  depends,  of 
course,  upou  the  latitude.  In  the  central  and  eastern  states  from  March  15  to  the  middle  of  May 
is  the  best  time;  but  in  favorable  seasons  the  sowing  may  be  done  up  to  July  1.  Seed  may  also  be 
sown  in  the  Fall,  from  the  latter  part  of  August  to  the  end  of  September.  The  sowing  should  be 
done  when  the  ground  is  moist,  or  before  an  expected  rain,  and  a subsequent  rolling  is  always  ad- 
visable. As  to  weeds  in  newly-made  lawns,  it  may  not  be  generally  known  that  many  weed  seeds 
actually  lie  dormant  in  the  ground  for  six  or  seven  years  and  will  germinate  and  make  their  ap- 
pearance when  the  soil  is  turned  up.  The  annual  wild  grasses,  such  as  crab  grass  or  Summer  grass, 
must  be  pulled  u»  by  the  roots  before  they  ripen  their  seed  in  the  Fall. 

Rolling. — as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground  in  the  Spring,  the  land  should  be  gone  over 
with  a heavy  roller.  Winter  frosts  loosen  the  soil,  and  rollings  is  necessary  to  compress  it  again. 
Roll  frequently. 

Mowing. — All  turf-forming  grasses  are  improved,  both  in  vigor  of  root-growth  and  in  fine- 
ness of  texture,  by  frequent  mowings.  It  is  impossible  to  say  just  how  often  the  grass  should  be 
mown,  as  that  depends  upon  the  rate  at  which  it  grows.  Too  close  cutting  should  be  guarded  against, 
however,  especially  during  the  hot  iSummer  months,  when  the  roots  lequire  some  top-growth  to 
protect  them  from  the  burning  sun.  A go  d top  growth  is  also  necessary  to  protect  the  roots  from 
severe  Winter  frosts. 

It  is  a good  plan  to  sow  on  good  land,  in  any  out-of-the-way  place,  strips  for  sod  to  be  used 
foT  patching  poor  parts  of  the  lawn,  or  for  grass  borders,  etc.  The  best  mixture  of  seed  for  this 
purpose  is  Cynosurus  cristatus  (CTested  Dog’s-tail).  Kentucky  Blue  Grass  and  Fancy  Red  Top.

The  formation  of  permanent  and  productive  meadows  and  pastures  is  of  great  value  to  farmers, 
and  has  been  given  thorough  study  by  numerous  experts,  resulting  in  formulas  that  will  give  good 
results  under  the  varying  conditions  of  our  climate. 

It  is  a well  known  fact  that  a heavier  and  more  prolonged  growth  is  produced  by  a mixture 
of  many  sorts  of  grasses  than  by  only  one  or  two.
